SURREY county councillors re¬ 
ceived nearly £2m and its leader 
was the third highest paid coun¬ 
cil leader in the south east of 
England last year. 

Councillors’ wage and expens¬ 
es bills have soared at the third 
fastest rate in the country over 
the last three years, figures ana¬ 
lysed by the Taxpayers’ Alliance 
reveal. 

Only Kent and Buckingham¬ 
shire County Councils leaders 
were paid more than Surrey 
County Council Leader David 
Hodge. This excludes London. 

Buckinghamshire County 


Council’s leader Martin Tett 
is paid £40,106.04, compared to 
Kent’s Paul Carter on £42,109. 

Figures open to the public 
on the county council’s web¬ 
site show that the council 
leader’s allowance rose from 
£30,500 in 2013-14 to £35,548 in 
2014-15. 

The current rates will be in 
place until 2017. 

The council’s total expendi¬ 
ture on councillors’ allowanc¬ 
es and expenses increased 29.5 
per cent between 2012-13 and 
2014-15. 

Nationwide, only 
Waverley Borough 
Council (77 per cent) 
in Surrey and Swale 
Borough Council (41 
per cent) in Kent in¬ 


creased their expenses at a faster 
rate. 

Cllr Hodge’s allowance was 
part of £1,851,882.25 paid to Sur¬ 
rey county councillors in allow¬ 
ances and expenses. 

Other councillors are paid a 
basic allowance of £12,418 per 
year, his deputy receives £30,333 
and the council’s eight 
cabinet members each 
receive £22,500 every 
year.

Plea over 
heist bid 


Historian believes recent find indicates more ancient artefacts can be unearthed in the area

A MAN admitted using a fake 
handgun in an attempt to 
rob a Leatherhead jewellery 
store. 

Raymond Price, 45, ap¬ 
peared alongside Paula 
Jones, who denied helping 
a third defendant, Ryan Val¬ 
entine, 39, to stay in a hotel 
after the alleged attempted 
robbery. 

Both Price and Miss Jones 
live in Thamesmead, Walton. 
Mr Valentine, of Carlton 
Road, Walton, did not appear 
in Guildford Crown Court on 
Wednesday and did not enter 
a plea. 

Mr Valentine and Price 
were both charged with at¬ 
tempted robbery and posses¬ 
sion of an imitation firearm 
with intent to cause fear of 
violence. Miss Jones was ar¬ 
raigned on one count of as¬ 
sisting an offender without 
lawful authority or reasona¬ 
ble excuse between February 
18 and February 21. 

Mr Valentine was arrested 
in Sussex on February 23. 

Mr Price was due to be 
sentenced today but Judge 
Christopher Critchlow said 
he would sentence him and 
potentially Mr Valentine to¬ 
gether after Miss Jones’ trial.

SKELETAL remains thought 
to be up to 2,800 years old 
have been unearthed on a site 
being developed for housing 
in Epsom. 

A skeleton was found in 
Fir Tree Road, Epsom, which 
Knightford Homes is redevel¬ 
oping for housing. 

After preliminary tests 
were carried out, Surrey 
Police reported that the re¬ 
mains were thought to be 
from the Iron Age. 

The era in Britain covers 
from 800 BC to the Roman 
invasion in 43 AD and was 
named for the widespread 
use of iron or steel in the pro¬ 
duction of cutting tools and 
weapons during this period. 

This progression from the 
Bronze Age also coincided 
with a vast migration of 
people from Central Europe 
westwards and a growing 
belief in a variety of Roman 
Gods. 

David Brooks, an histori¬ 
an at Bourne Hall in Spring 


Street, Ewell, said artefacts 
found in the area pointed to 
Iron Age settlements in the 
borough. 

“The most interesting 
thing locally is the springs at 
Bourne Hall which were con¬ 
sidered sacred to the gods. 

“People would throw gifts 
into the lake to get the gods to 
help them - or at least not to 


work against them. 

“People believed in the 
Iron Age that their gods lived 
in the spring and the springs 
were portals to the worlds of 
the gods. Now we see people 
throwing in bread to feed the 
ducks. 

“In the lake we found two 
gold coins from the Iron Age - 
probably the value of a small 


farm, or a semi-detached 
house today. Clearly there 
were some very wealthy peo¬ 
ple living in the area.” 

The skeleton in Fir Tree 
Road was found earlier this 
month in a crouched burial 
position - which Mr Brooks 
described as similar to a 
“foetal position” - which was 
common for bodies buried in 


the Iron Age. 

He explained: “This may 
have been viewed as kind of 
natural: You are born into 
this life and you are born into 
the afterlife. 

“Iron Age burials are not 
that common so there ought 
to be further investigation to 
see if there any others. 

“It would be worth looking 
to see if there is something 
from earlier. They would of¬ 
ten bury people where others 
have been buried before.” 

A Surrey Police spokes¬ 
woman said: “Surrey Police 
received a call at around 
9.55am on Thursday, March 
3 after human bones were 
found. 

“The bones were uncov¬ 
ered by workmen digging 
in ground that is currently 
being developed for housing 
along Fir Tree Road. 

“The bones have been ex¬ 
amined and early indications 
suggest they are from the 
Iron Age.”

Teenager Rebecca Marchant 
died after a Mercedes E350 Sport 
convertible sports car crashed 
into a tree in the New Forest in 
February. 

She was a passenger in the 
front seat of the car. 

Rebecca, a St Andrew’s Catho¬ 
lic School, Leatherhead pupil, 
sustained fatal injuries and died 
at the scene, police said. 

Alexander McBride pleaded 
guilty to causing death by care¬ 


less driving while under the 
influence of drink when he ap¬ 
peared at Bournemouth Crown 
Court on Friday. 

Mr McBride, 34, of Sky End 
Lane in Hordle, Hampshire, will 
appear in the same court today 
to be sentenced. 

After the crash two other pas¬ 
sengers, children aged eight and 
ten, were taken to Southampton 
General Hospital as a precau¬ 
tion and later discharged. 

Rebecca’s family released a 
heartfelt tribute following her 
death. 

It read: “On Tuesday, Febru¬ 
ary 16, Rebecca, a truly loved

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Arrest sparked ‘a year of hell’ after son found hanged in jail 

Rapist’s parents have 
abuse case dropped

A SURBITON couple whose son 
was found hanged in his prison 
cell have said they suffered a 
“year of hell” when they were 
suspected of historic sexual 
abuse. 

Andrew and June Beadle, the 
mother and stepfather of Chess- 
ington rapist Robert Richards, 
were arrested on suspicion of 
historical rape and sexual abuse 
in April 2015. Almost a year lat¬ 
er, the case against them has 
been completely dropped. 

Richards was found dead days 
before his sentencing for the 
horrific rape of a pensioner that 
left his victim in hospital. 

Mr Beadle, 54, said: “It has 
been absolute hell. To me and 
my wife it was just a joke. 

“I’m a hard working person 
who has never done anything 
wrong. I was brought up the 
right way 

“I have cancer and diabetes 
and this just really, really de¬ 
stroyed us.” 

Richards, 22, was found guilty 


of raping and attempting to 
murder a woman in her 70s in 
October 2013. 

The former labourer was 
found unresponsive in his cell 
on July 29, 2014. 

The Beadles, who have been 
married for 15 years, were wok¬ 
en at about 6am by “10 or 15” po¬ 
lice officers at their door in Elm 
Road on April 10,2015. 

Mr Beadle said: “We were just 


completely shocked. We had no 
idea what they were on about 
when they read out why we were 
being arrested. It started a year 
of absolute hell for us.” 

The couple were told in No¬ 
vember that the investigation 
into the alleged abuse would not 
be pursued but had to wait until 
last week for a letter from their 
solicitor that confirmed police 
would take no further action.

EPSOM and St Helier Uni¬ 
versity Hospitals NHS Trust 
is set to end the financial 
year with a deficit of more 
than £28m. 

The trust revealed the an¬ 
ticipated deficit in the first 
of its new public briefing 
meetings on March 11. 

Last year the trust broke 
even. Members of the board 
said despite the trust’s finan¬ 
cial shortcomings, most tar¬ 
gets for delivering care were 
met. 

The trust has taken out a 
£25 million loan from the De¬ 
partment of Health to help 
alleviate the debt, but health 
campaigners argue this 
would not have been deemed 
necessary if central Gov¬ 
ernment provided sufficient 
funding to the NHS. 

The remainder of the 
trust’s debt is to be covered 
by the trust’s financial recov¬ 
ery plan, which is on track to 


surpass its end-of-year target 
of being £3.2m in the black. 

Chief financial officer for 
the trust Rakesh Patel told 
the meeting they had a long¬ 
term strategy to address the 
debt. 

A spokeswoman from 
health campaigners Keep 
Our St Helier Hospital (KO- 
SHH) said: “We feel the idea 
of a Government-run hospi¬ 


tal trust taking out a loan’ 
with another Government 
department, in order to off¬ 
set not having been allocated 
sufficient funding to carry 
out the tasks they need to, 
sounds rather a lot like rob¬ 
bing Peter to pay Paul. 

A spokeswoman for the 
trust said: “We have agreed 
with our regulator a deficit 
position of £28.4 million for 


the year ending March 2016 
on a turnover of £360 mil¬ 
lion. 

“We are a busy hospital, 
caring for over 900,000 peo¬ 
ple each year and we must 
continue to function. There¬ 
fore the Government provid¬ 
ed us with the £25 million 
cash to enable us to continue 
to treat patients.” 


Grayling

CHRIS Grayling MP has ad¬ 
mitted his threat to resign 
from the cabinet if ministers 
were not allowed to campaign 
for Brexit has contributed to 
the high-profile defections of 
Boris Johnson and Michael 
Gove.

BBC Radio 2 presenter and 
Strictly Come Dancing star Jere¬ 
my Vine visited the hospital he 
was born in to officially open a 
new training centre. 

Mr Vine visited Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal, where he was born 50 years 
ago, to open the Elena Power 
Simulation Centre on Monday, 
March 14. 

The centre allows doctors and 
nurses from all disciplines to 
train for a number of situations 
in a safe way - from caring for 
a patient who deteriorates sud¬ 
denly, to delivering bad news in a 
patient’s home - with a full feed¬ 
back and review session from 
senior staff.

Helier Hospital, is celebrating 50 
new nurses joining this month 
after a recruitment drive. 

This wave of hiring is the lat¬ 
est in a recruitment campaign 
which has seen 300 nurses join¬ 
ing the hospitals in the last 12 
months. 

Prospective applicants at the

latest event - a two-day career 
festival - were able to apply for 
nursing jobs on the spot. 

At the simulation centre, doc¬ 
tors can take part in training 
scenarios in the new department 
and ‘treat’ lifelike manikins 
with their own pulses, and the 
ability to mimic talking, crying, 
sweating and even urinating. 

Mr Vine said: “I can see that 


the Elena Power Simulation 
Centre has been created with the 
future in mind. 

“The training that doctors 
and nurses receive here will al¬ 
low your staff to do not just the 
urgent things - like stabilising 
an emergency patient - but the 
important things too, such as 
communicating with them and 
their families in a compassion¬ 
ate way” 

The simulation centre was 
named after Elena Power, the 
former medical education man¬ 
ager at Epsom and St Helier Hos¬ 
pitals, who died in 2014 before 
she could see the plans for the 
centre completed. 

Dr Shanthi Paramothayan, 
the trust’s associate medical di¬ 
rector for Medical Education, 
paid tribute to Elena Power dur¬ 
ing the centre’s official opening. 

She said: “Elena was a very 
talented and knowledgeable 
member of staff, whose impact 
was felt immediately.” 

Epsom and St Helier Universi¬ 
ty Hospitals NHS Trust is mak¬ 
ing 26 offers to registered nurses 
and 13 offers to student nurses 
due to qualify between now and 
September.

Correspondence dating back to 1944 discovered in drawer 

Husband’s love letters 
inspire Pamela’s book

LOVE letters, life in India during 
the days of the British Empire 
and the Second World War form 
the foundation of a new book by 
an elderly Tadworth author. 

Pamela Towill, 89, of Motts 
Hill Lane, Tadworth, had her 
sixth book, Love Letters from a 
Chindit and a Lifetime of Memo¬ 
ries, published last month. 

The book, published under Ms 
Towill’s maiden name and nom 
de plume, Pamela Justine Dow- 
ley-Wise, is a poignant memoir 
of her life with her late husband 
Bill, but also touches on the his¬ 
tory of the last years of the Brit¬ 
ish Empire. 

Bill Towill enlisted in the Roy¬ 
al Army Medical Corps in 1939, 
before transferring to the Gur¬ 
kha regiment and fought with 
the Chindits during the Burma 
Campaign of World War Two. 

He died in 2013, aged 93. 

Ms Towill said: “He was a 
special person. Everybody who 
knew him, liked him. 

“He was a kind-hearted, gentle 
person. He was brave and deeply 
religious.” 

Ms Towill was born in 1926 to 
British parents in Calcutta, and 
enjoyed an opulent start to life,

before being sent to boarding 
school in Britain aged just eight. 

She returned to India in 1940 
and worked as a decoder during 
the war, but it was her whirlwind 
romance with Bill, and their 
subsequent 65 years of marriage 
that she said would go on to de¬ 
fine her life. 

She said: “I met him in a 
church. I suppose we caught a 
smile from each other and that 
was the beginning. 

“The two of our lives were 
swept together. 

“We were married for 65 years 


and had the most idyllic mar¬ 
riage. 

“We never argued. 

“I nursed him to his last 
breath and he adored me.” 

After the war, the couple re¬ 
turned to England and even¬ 
tually settled in Tadworth in 
1971, where, with their young¬ 
est daughter Anthea Chambers, 
they started the Wildwoods Rid¬ 
ing Centre in 1976. 

Anthea and her sister Diana 
motivated their mother to write 
the memoir. 

Ms Towill explained: “Last 
year whilst turning out an old 
chest of drawers, I came across a 
bundle of letters tied with a blue 
ribbon, which I hadn’t read since 
receiving them from Bill whilst 
living in India in 1944. 

“I showed it to my daughters 
and they told me I couldn’t keep 
them hidden. 

“Bill had such a wonderful 
way with words. 

“I was moved and amazed as 
I read them once again and re¬ 
called his deep and sincere love 
for me as a girl of 17, which 
lasted throughout our long life 
together.”

Kind welcome is 
shock to refugee

THERE could hardly be two places in 
the world more different than leafy Ep¬ 
som and war-torn Aleppo, Syria. 

But after surviving a 3,000-mile jour¬ 
ney made on foot, in a dinghy, by plane 
and in the back of a lorry, it’s exactly 
where 27-year-old refugee Ahmad now 
finds himself. 

Ahmad is all too aware of the percep¬ 
tion of refugees in the UK and much of 
Europe. 

After travelling through Greece, 
France, Germany and Denmark, fol¬ 
lowed by a summer behind one of Mid¬ 
dlesbrough’s notorious red doors, he 
says he got the distinct impression he 
was not wanted here. 

“The question always seemed to be 
‘Why is Ahmad in the UK?’, when peo¬ 
ple should be asking ‘What has he fled 
from in Syria?”’ he says. 

“People think refugees only come 
here to claim benefits and the rest of 
it - but that isn’t the case at all. 

“Back home my salary was 10 times 
what I would get here on benefits. Why 
would I sacrifice that for these bene¬ 
fits? It doesn’t make sense.” 

Ahmad had to leave Aleppo, where 
he had lived his entire life, in 2011 af¬ 


ter the city became ravaged by conflict. 
The Syrian uprising saw radicals at¬ 
tempt to take the city, and fighting with 
the Assad regime was extremely vio¬ 
lent and bloody, he says. 

Spurred by news reports of the 
growing refugee crisis, Epsom couple 
Nina Kaye, 63, and Timothy Nathan, 
58, set up Refugees At Home, a group 
who put asylum-seekers in touch with 
British families who are willing to of¬ 
fer them lodging. 

The pair - who own Epsom-based 
software firm Artifax - arranged for 
Ahmad to travel down to Victoria coach 
station, from which he was picked up 
by Timothy and taken to their home in 
Ridgeway. 

Despite initial apprehension about 
how he would be received, Ahmad said 
the kindness and generosity he’s seen 
has been ‘incredible’. 

“I had no idea people cared because 
all I had done is read the media about 
people like me,” he said. 

“People have been so friendly, so wel¬ 
coming.” 

After one trip to the Wells estate in 
Epsom to donate clothes for refugees 
in the Calais Jungle, the warmth and 
enthusiasm shown to him by local res¬ 
idents left Ahmad in tears, Nina said.

Very let down 

I FEEL the local council have 
really let their local residents 
down. 

After reading your article 
which reported that so many 
people have demonstrated 
support for the Wells Centre 
by signing the petition, it 
seems that the council may 
have already made up their 
minds to close this invaluable 
community centre. 

The potential effects on 
the elderly who have felt 
reassured and welcomed when 
attending the Wells is not being 
considered. 

The Residents’ Association 
appear to have turned their 
backs on the well-being of the 
ageing local population. I am 
disappointed after speaking 
to members of staff at the 
Longmead Centre and the 
council that no provision 
appears to have been made to 
support the transition of those 
that are being forced to move to 
a much larger venue.

In their justice strand, The 
Sunnybank Trust runs an advo¬ 
cacy programme, whereby vol¬ 
unteer advocates support peo¬ 
ple with learning disabilities so 
that their voices are heard, their 
choices about their own lives are 
respected, they can access the 
services they need and that they 
are safe from abuse. 

Friendship runs right through 
everything at Sunnybank, but 
formally the charity facilitates a 
pen-friend and in-person 
befriending scheme. Many of 
Sunnybank's beneficiaries have 
never received a personal letter 
before, so the penfriend 
schemes opens up a whole new 
area of communication. In-per- 
sona befriending can involve a 
person visiting a group home 


and spending time with all the 
residents, or it can involve 
having a one-to-one friend that 
the volunteer might go out for 
coffee or on trips with, or just 
visit at home with for a cuppa. 

Inclusion services also pro¬ 
mote togetherness and friend¬ 
ship through a different medium 
- namely the weekly social club 
(Kites Club) and drama group 
(The Happy Kings and Queens). 
Each week Kites Club puts on a 
variety of activities, including 
music workshops, sensory 
nights, and visits from local 
services like the police, along¬ 
side a cafe, arts and crafts cor¬ 
ner and quiet space. The Happy 
Kings and Queens are currently 
developing their interpretation 
of The Wonderful Wizard of Oz 
ahead of the Epsom and Ewell 
Art Festival.

EARLY Christians adapted many pagan 
customs and the egg, as a symbol of new 
life, came to represent the Resurrection. 
Some Christians regarded the egg as a 
symbol for the stone being rolled from the 
entrance of the cave where the body of 
Jesus was entombed after his death on 
the cross. 

The earliest Easter eggs were hen or duck 
decorated at home in bright colours 
with vegetable dye and charcoal. 

John Cadbury made his first “French eat¬ 
ing Chocolate” in 1842 but it was not until 
1875 that the first Cadbury Easter Eggs 
were made. 

Cream-filled eggs first ap¬ 
peared back in 1923. 
The Cadbury Creme 
Egg we know and love 
today was launched in 
1971.

Simnel moment 


IN TRUTH, the origins of the simnel cake and 
it’s association with Easter are lost in the mists 
of time. Several theories have been put forward. 
One is the cake’s name is derived from the 
Latin word “simila” meaning fine, and is a refer¬ 
ence to the white flour used in the mix. 

A more implausible suggestion is that the name 


came from a brother, Simon, and sister, Nell, 
wishing to make a cake for their mother. 

One wanted to bake a cake, the other to make 
a boiled cake. 

They both boiled and baked the cake and used 
the first three letters of their names to name the 
cake! 


The Simnel cake’s association with Easter is 
largely based on the cake being decorated with 
11 small balls of marzipan, to represent the 11 
apostles. 

Judas being the one to lose out. 

Regardless of the name, if you like fruit cake 
then you will like Simnel cake. Happy baking.

What is sedation?

As a songwriter, guitarist and 
producer Nile Rodgers helped shape 
nearly 40 years (and still going) of 
music history, so when he says 
David Bowie changed the direction 
of his life it is a big statement. 

Whether or not you think you 
know Rodgers' many hits, rest as¬ 
sured you do. 

The 63-year-old has worked with 
more of music's biggest names than 
it is even possible to list, from Chic's 
Le Freak to Sugarhill Gang's 
Rapper's Delight, Madonna's Like a 
Virgin, Duran Duran's The Reflex, Get 
Lucky with Pharrell and Daft Punk, 
Sister Sledge's We Are Family and on 
and on and on. 

It was Rodgers that produced Brix- 
ton-born, Bromley-raised Bowie's 
biggest selling album Let's Dance. 

Rodgers considered Bowie a good 
friend and was 'heartbroken' when 
he heard about his death this year. 

He told us: "I knew he had health 
problems but I didn't know the ex¬ 
tent of it. David had become a New 
Yorker so he was really close by me. 

"Look at all the people that 
worked on his records, they were all 


my friends. A lot of them were 
people I introduced to him. 

"Tony Visconti (who worked with 
Bowie from 1969 right up to this 
year's final album, Blackstar) used 
to be my next door neighbour." 

Disco legend Rodgers said it was 
doubly shocking because he had 
recently come through a five year 
battle with cancer himself. 

Though he is careful to never give 
advice, he said his friends looked to 
him as a kind of'cancer guru'. 

"On some level, I do feel like I have 
been a comforting blanket to some 
of my friends in the music business 
suffering with cancer. 

"You always feel like 'man, maybe 
that one phone call...'. 

"I'm smart enough to know that 
him talking to me wouldn't have 
made any difference but there is a 
moment of guilt, especially with 
someone that you are so close to 
that they really changed your life. 

"My life was one way before I met 
Bowie and another way after. 

"That's huge. I have had mega suc¬ 
cess in my business since I was 19- 
years-old, so to have a life before 


Bowie and a life after Bowie - even 
though I had already done Diana 
Ross and would go on to do Madon¬ 
na, the B52s, Duran Duran and Peter 
Gabriel - still Bowie was that line. 

"That was the line that came from 
'disco sucks' to 'the guy who made 
David Bowie and INXS and Madon¬ 
na'. Now I had become a viable rock 
and roll producer." 

Rodgers has a history of working 
with British artists, so it seemed like 
a natural choice to bring his latest 
venture to these shores. 

Fold Festival started life at the 
Montreaux Jazz Festival in 2012 and 
this year transfers to London at 
Fulham Palace from June 24 to 26. 

Rodgers said: "It was a bit of an 
accidental brainchild. It started in 
Montreaux, Switzerland, when they 
wanted to honour me. 

"I hate being honoured. You hon¬ 
our people when it is the end of 
their careers. I said let me honour 
the music that got me to the point 
where you want to honour me. I did 
11 hours of continuous music." 

Among the performers at the 
inaugural Fold Festival were Mark 


Ronson, Felix da House Cat, Grace 
Jones, Alison Moyet, Johnny Marr 
and Chic. And in Rodgers' own 
words, they 'smoked it'. 

This year, Rodgers is bringing 
a cast which includes Beck again, 
Alison Moyet, Labrinth, John 
Newman and Angie Stone. 

Being in the middle of London, the 
show will not go on for 11 hours, but 
is instead spread over three nights. 

Rodgers said: "I know I am in a res¬ 
idential area. I want to try to bring 
something to the people that they 
think is cool but at a certain hour, it's 
like 'ok, most people don't want a 
rock festival going on'." 

He added: "I have noticed that in 
London some of my best shows 
have taken place right in the middle 
of town - at Hyde Park, I've been 
there at least four times and it has 
always been awesome. Huge 
crowds, they have a good time, and 
people get to go home and sleep in 
their nice warm beds."

The film follows the exploits of 
a loveable little bunny called 
Judy Hopps (Ginnifer Goodwin) 
who, as a young kit or kitten 
dreamed of joining the police 
force to fight crime and injustice 
in the city of Zootropolis. 

Unfortunately her parents are 
terrified to think that their little 
girl wants to make a living in 
such a dangerous vocation and 
would rather she followed the 
family tradition of being a carrot 
farmer. 

Judy gets accepted into Police 
Training College and we are invit¬ 
ed to watch the statutory movie 
montage of the young cadet 
making it through training and 
all the way to being the first 
bunny to complete the course.

The 
rest of the story is really 'Can this 
odd couple solve the mystery?' 

It has something for everybody. 
Kids will love the characters and 
there's enough adult in-jokes to 


Not 
only is there a Godfather parody 
but Disney have somehow man¬ 
aged to shoehorn in a brilliant 
Breaking Bad reference including 
a couple of Ram's called Walter 
and Jessie. Kudos Disney. 

The film does put across a few 
messages covering race and 


stereotypes but done in an 
almost subliminal way that isn't 
too obvious. In fact it's so clever¬ 
ly done that you feel yourself 
making a wry smile. Look out for 
the rules of using the 'cute' word. 

Zootropolis is already set to 
overtake that phenomenon that 
was Frozen. Yet again, this is 


Disney at their very best. The ani¬ 
mation is brilliant, as is the 
colour and scenery. Also the writ¬ 
ing is top-notch and this is a 
company who really knows their 
audience. It is 100 per cent pure 
entertainment.

WHAT'S NEW?: In the history of 
mid-life updates, this is possibly 
the smallest you'll ever have seen. 
No cosmetic revisions here - not 
even new alloy wheel designs. The 
only mechanical difference is a new 
exhaust system with lower back 
pressure and a 5.8kg weight saving. 

Performance-wise, you'll have 
noticed the name is now Cupra 
290, and true to form it has lObhp 
more than the old one. 

A tweak in the engine manage¬ 
ment software delivers the nominal 
extra go, which comes hand-in- 
hand with a wider peak torque 
band. The full 258lb/ft is now put 
down between l,700rpm and 
5,800rpm; 50 and 500rpm improve¬ 
ments at either end. 

There's also Full Link phone-pair¬ 
ing software, so whatever your 
phone, it should hook up to the 
system with a degree of internet 
connectivity. 

LOOKS AND IMAGE: Nothing 
changes with the appearance 
because Seat has hit on a winning 
formula. The Leon is its best-selling 
car, and it's the first real interna¬ 
tional sales barnstormer the com¬ 
pany has had this decade. 

It ain't broke, so there's no point 
fixing it. The change is the boot 


badge upgrade, to Cupra 290. 
SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: From 
right now you can get the 290 in 
three-door (and, most lovely) SC, 
do-it-all five-door hatch and more 
practical ST estate shapes. 

The ST has a couple of hundred 
litres more boot space than the 
380-litre tub shared by the other 
two. 

There's adequate rear legroom 
for passengers but it's not the airi¬ 
est place for them to be. If there 
was a black mark it would be on 
the white seat trim, because it's the 
sort of thing that will get dirty all 
too easily. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: Seat hasn't 
taken the chance to enliven the 
cabin, so it stays one of the least 
imaginative in the hot hatch clique. 
The seats might be well-shaped 
and supportive, but a few Cupra 
logos and a flat-bottomed steering 
wheel aren't really enough any 
more. 

But... hit the road and that's for¬ 
gotten. The free-rewing 2.0-litre 
engine masters everyday driving 
with barely 20% of its ability. Use a 
bit more right boot and fast turbo 
response gives you astonishing 
overtaking punch. 

Keep the throttle pinned on your 



friendly local private airfield and 
it'll get to the 155mph limiter with 
ease. It's a monster. 

It also sounds better. That new 
exhaust gives it more of a growl 
both inside and outside the car, 
and, unless I was dreaming, it's a 
bit louder, too. Both good things. 

It changes direction like a rogue 
firework, even under power, if 


you're skilled enough to handle it 
that way. The VAQ slip-limiting sys¬ 
tem is as good now as it always 
was - i.e. superb. Be aware, though, 
it's much firmer on the track-biased 
Michelin Pilot Cup 2 tyres, which 
you can add as options. The stan¬ 
dard Continentals are much more 
forgiving. 

VALUE FOR MONEY: With the 


Cupra 265 confined to the bin 
(almost no one bought one), 
the entry point is now the 
full-fat and beautiful SC. The 
highest-spec Focus ST is more 
than £2,000 cheaper (before 
haggling), but it's not as 
accomplished a motor. On 
the other hand, a Civic Type 
R is more expensive and you get 


less equipment to show for it. 

The Leon could be a bit 
better equipped, as evidenced 
by the now-huge options list, 
but everything you really 
want is on the car already. In 
terms of value, it splits the 
pack, but it depends what each 
buyer is actually looking or 
hoping for.

“Since then, our form has 
not been poor, but it has not 
been ideal. 

“We’ve played a lot of the 
teams near the top of the ta¬ 
ble, teams we are not expect¬ 
ed to beat. 

“We have managed to beat 
teams around us though 
which is important.” 

He added: “Wingate was 
a typical game between two 
mid-table teams with nothing 
to play for - maybe there is a 
hint of complacency among 
the players as there is little to 
play for.
